RICHMOND  BY-LAWS. 


RICHMOND  MUNICIPAL  POUND  BY-LAW,  1890. 


WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  that  a Municipal  Pound 
be  established  for  the  impounding  of  swine, 
goats,  horses,  sheep,  horned  and  other  cattle,  mules 
and  asses  found  at  large  or  grazing  upon  any  public 
highway  within  the  limits  of  the  Richmond  Munici- 
pality, and  that  such  animals  be  declared  a nuisance 
and  disposed  of  as  such  ; 


lie  it  therefore  enacted,  by  the  Reeve  and  Council 
of  the  Corporation  of  the  Township  of  Richmond,  as 
follows  : 

1.  That  Public  Pounds  Hliall  be  established  by  the 
Reeve  and  Council  for  the  impounding  of  swine,  goats, 
horses,  horned  and  other  cattle,  mules,  asses  and  sheep. 

Pound-keepers  shall  be  from  time  to  time  appointed 
by  the  Reeve  and  Council. 

2.  That  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  by-law 
all  swine,  goats,  horses,  sheep,  horned  and  other  cat- 
tle, mules  and  asses  found  at  large  or  straying  in  any 
public  highway  within  the  Corporation  of  Richmond 
limits  shall  be  deemed  a nuisance  and  may  bo  dealt 
with  as  hereinafter  mentioned. 

3.  All  animals  so  found  at  large,  grazing  or  straying 
as  aforesaid  within  the  limits  of  the  Richmond  Muni- 
cipality may  be  taken  by  the  Pound-keeper,  who  shall 
impound  the  same  in  the  Municipal  Pound. 

4.  A book  shall  be  kept  in  which  shall  be  entered 
by  the  Pound-keeper  with  all  due  speed  a true  and 
faithful  record  of  the  number  of  the  animals  im- 
pounded, where  they  were  found  at  large  grazing  or 
straying,  also  of  the  date  of  their  receipt,  and  the 
date  and  manner  of  their  disposal,  and  if  sold,  the 
name,  address,  and  addition  of  each  purchaser  thereof. 

5.  Every  animal  so  impounded  as  aforesaid  shall 
forthwith  be  advertised  by  a notice  in  writing  posted 
in  a conspicuous  place  on  the  Pound  gate,  and  also  at 
the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  said  Municipal  Council. 
Such  notice  shall  contain  a reasonable  description  of 
the  animal,  the  date  and  hour  of  the  impounding 
thereof,  and  shall  be  kept  posted  for  the  space  of  ten 
days.  The  Pound-keeper  shall  cause  a notice  to  be 
forwarded  to  the  owner  of  any  animal  impounded  (if 
known)  of  such  impounding,  as  soon  as  practicable 
after  such  impounding. 

6.  All  animals  impounded  shall  be  properly  cared 
for,  and  shall  be  furnished  with  the  necessary  suste- 
nance while  so  impounded,  but  no  animal  shall  be  fed 
until  six  hours  after  impounding  the  same. 

7.  A fine,  as  per  schedule  hereunto  affixed,  shall  be

the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

10.  Public  auction  for  the  sale  of  animals  to  be  sold 
under  the  authority  of  this  by-law  shall  be  held  at 
the  Municipal  Pound  on  Wednesday  and  Saturday  in 
each  week,  at  the  hour  of  twelve  o’clock  noon,  or  at

1.  I hat  section  7 of  the  said  by-law  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  all  the  words  in  the  said  by- 
law after  the  word  “ say  ” in  the  fifth  line  thereof,  and 
inserting  the  following  in  lieu  thereof  : “ All  that 

portion  of  land  lying  and  being  within  the  limits  of 
this  city,  and  bounded  as  follows  : On  t he  north  by 
Burrard  Inlet  and  the  lirst  Narrows,  on  the  east  by 
Boundary  Avenue  and  by  a line  produced  from 
Boundary  Avenue  southerly  to  Tenth  Avenue;  thence 
westerly  along  Tenth  Avenue  to  Columbia  Street; 
thence  northerly  along  Columbia  Street  to  and  across 
False  Creek,  thence  westerly  along  the  north  shore  of 
False  Creek  and  English  Bay  to  point  of  commence- 
ment at  the  first  Narrows,  including  therein  Stanley 
Park.

\\  HEREAS,  it  is  expedient  to  make  provisions  for 
V V the  Collection  of  a Municipal  Revenue  in  the 
Municipality  of  Delta,  for  the  year  1890  : 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Reeve  and  Council  of 
the  Corporation  of  Delta  as  follows  : — 

From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  by-law,  the 
General  Municipal  Revenue  of  the  Corporation  of 
Delta  shall  be  levied,  raised,  and  collected  for  the  use 
of  the  < 'orporation,  from  such  sources  as  are  hereinafter 
provided. 

1st.  There  shnll  be  raised,  levied,  and  collected  for 
the  year  1890,  unon  all  real  estate  mentioned  in  the 
Assessment  Roll  for  the  time  being  in  force  in  the 
Municipality,  an  equal  rate  of  seven-tenths  of  one  per 
cent.  (7/10  of  1 %)  in  the  assessed  value  thereof,  as 
appears  in  the  said  Roll.

Every  person  carrying  on  the  business  of  a 
retail  liquor  merchant  shall  pay  a license  of  thirty  (30) 
dollars  for  every  six  months. 

5th.  Every  person  selling  opium,  except  chemists 
and  druggists  using  the,  same  in  preparation  of  pre- 
scriptions of  medical  practitioners,  shall  pay  a license 
of  twenty-live  (*25)  dollars  for  every  six  months. 

6th.  Any  auctioneer  (not  being  a Government  or 
Municipal  otlieer  selling  by  auction  Government  prop- 
erty, or  Sheriff  or  Sheriff’s  officer  selling  lands,  goods, 
or  chattels  taken  in  execution,  or  for  the  satisfaction 
of  rent  or  taxes),  in  addition  to  any  other  license,  shall 
pay  a license  of  live  (5)  dollars  for  every  six  months. 

7th.  Every  person  carrying  on  the  business  of  retail 
merchant  shall  pay  a license  of  live  (5)  dollars  for  every 
six  months  for  each  place  of  business. 

8th.  Every  peddler  or  hawker  trading  within  the 
limits  of  the  Municipality  shall  pay  a license  of  five  (5) 
dollars  for  every  six  months. 

9th.  All  licenses  shall  expire  on  the  30th  day  of 
June  and  the  31st  day  of  December  in  each  year. 

10th.  No  person  shall  practice  or  carry  on  any 
business  or  trade  within  the  Municipality  without 
having  taken  out  and  granted  to  him  a license  in  that 
behalf,  under  a penalty  not  exceeding  two  hundred 
and  fifty  (250)  dollars  for  every  such  violation  of  this 
by-law,  together  with  the  amount  which  he  should 
have  paid  for  such  license,  which  said  amount  and 
penalty  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  recovery  under  this 
by-law,  be  held  as  one  penalty. 

lltli.  Any  penalty  imposed  by  section  10  of  this  by- 
law, for  any  violation  thereof,  may  be  recovered  by 
way  of  summary  proceedings  before  any  Justice  or

STREET  POLES  AND  WIRES  BY-LAW. 

I fly-La  w to  Regulate  the  placing  of  Poles  and  Wires 
in  the  streets  and  si/uares  and  other  places  in  the 
City  of  New  Westminster,  for  the  use  of  Tele- 
graph, Telephone , Elect ri r Eight,  Electric  Hall- 
way, and  other  companies  or  persons. 

rilHE  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  New 
JL  Westminster,  in  Council  assembled,  enact  as 
follows : — 

1.  All  poles  erected  in  any  street,  lane,  highway, 
square,  or  other  public  place  within  the  limits  of  the 
City  of  New  Westminster  for  any  telegraph,  tele- 
phone, electric  light,  or  electric  railway  company,  or 
for  any  person  or  company  whomsoever  or  whatsoever, 
for  the  purpose  of  fastening  wires  thereto,  shall  be  as 
nearly  as  may  be,  round  and  straight  and  of  sufficient 
strength  to  bear,  without  bending,  the  weight  of  such 
wires,  and  of  such  height  as  may  be  approved  of  by 
the  Board  of  Works. 

2.  All  such  poles  shall  be  neatly  shaved  or  planed 
and  painted  white  from  the  top  to  a distance  of  eight 
feet  from  the  ground,  the  remaining  portion  to  be 
painted  some  colour  to  be  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Works,  which  shall  be  such  as  to  distinguish  the  poles 
of  each  company,  firm  or  person  from  any  other  poles. 

3.  Such  poles  shall  be  placed  firmly  in  the  ground 
or  otherwise  so  secured  that  they  shall  be  and  shall  be 
maintained  in  a perpendicular  position,  and  the  place 
where  such  poles  may  be  erected  shall  be  determined 
by  the  Board  of  Works. 

4.  All  dangerous  wires  placed  on  poles  or  elsewhere 
within  the  limits  of  the  city  shall  be  properly  fastened 
and  insulated,  or  otherwise  protected,  so  as  to  secure 
persons  and  property  against  accident  therefrom,  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  City  Engineer. 

5.  Whenever  it  shall  have  been  made  to  appear  to 
the  Mayor  and  Council  that  any  poles  or  wires  erected 
or  placed  within  the  limits  of  the  city  are  so  placed  or 
used  as  to  be  dangerous,  or  a public  nuisance,  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  said  Council  to  serve  a written  notice 
upon  the  party  or  parties  who  are  the  owners  or  legal 
agents  of  the  owners  of  such  poles  or  wires  to  have 
the  same  properly  secured,  protected,  or  removed,  and 
if  such  party  or  parties  refuse  or  neglect  to  comply 
with  such  notice  within  24  hours  after  receipt  thereof, 
then  the  Council  may  proceed  to  secure,  protect,  or 
remove  such  poles  or  wires  at  the  cost  of  the  party  or 
parties  who  are  the  owners  thereof,  and  such  costs 
may  be  recovered  in  like  manner  as  municipal  taxes 
are  recovered  under  the  “New  Westminster  Act, 
1888.” 

6.  Whenever,  in  case  of  fire,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department  or  other  per- 
son acting  for  him,  it  becomes  necessary  that  any  such 
wires  should  be  cut  in  order  to  facilitate  the  extinction 
of  such  fire,  or  for  the  preservation  of  property,  then 
the  cutting  of  any  such  wires  shall  not  entitle  the 
owner  or  owners  thereof,  or  his  or  their  heirs,  execu- 
tors, administrators  or  assigns,  to  any  damage  for  loss 
thereby. 

7.  Any  person,  firm  or  company  who  violates  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  by-law  shall,  on  conviction 
before  the  Mayor,  Police  Magistrate,  or  any  Justice  of 
the  Peace  having  jurisdiction,  be  liable  to  a fine  not  ex- 
ceeding the  sum  of  $100  for  each  offence,  to  be  recov- 
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ered,  with  costs,  in  a summary  way  by  distress  and 
sale  of  goods  and  chattels  of  the  offender  or  offenders, 
or  by  imprisonment  for  any  period  not  exceeding  two 
months,  or  by  both  fine  and  imprisonment  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  convicting  Magistrate. 

8.  This  by-law  may  be  cited  as  the  “ street  Poles 
and  Wires  By-Law,  1890.”

A By-Law  to  levy  a rate  on  the  assessable  real  estate

VV  that  shall  be  levied  on  the  assessable  real 
property  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  New  West- 
minster for  the  year  1890,  and  to  provide  for  the  col- 
lection of  the  same  ;

There  shall  be  raised,  levied  and  collected  for  the 
year  1890,  upon  the  assessed  value  of  all  the  rateable 
real  property  within  the  said  city,  as  shown  by  the 
last  revised  assessment  roll  thereof,  a rate  of  seventeen 
mills  in  the  dollar,  for  the  following  purposes : — 

(1.)  To  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  principal 
and  interest  of  the  debentures  issued  under  authority 
of  the  “ New  Westminster  Loan  By-Law,  1883,”  the 
“ New  Westminster  Loan  By-Law,  1885,”  the  “Rail- 
way Bonus  By-Law,  1889,”  the  “Street  and  Park 
Improvement  Debenture  By-Law,  1889,”  the 
“Queen’s  Park  Loan  By-Law,  1889,”  the  “Moody 
Square  and  Albert  Crescent  Loan  By  Law,  1889,”  and 
the  “ Street  Improvement  Loan  By-Law,  1890,”  the 
rate  of  seven  mills  in  the  dollar  ; 

(2. ) To  provide  a general  revenue  for  the  use  of  the 
Corporation  of  the  said  city  for  the  year  1890,  the  rate 
of  ten  mills  in  the  dollar. 

2.  Every  person  who  is  rated  and  assessed  on  the 
revised  assessment  roll  for  the  current  year  shall  pay, 
or  cause  to  be  paid,  to  the  Collector  of  the  said  city, 
at  his  office,  City  Hall,  the  full  amount  of  taxes  for 
which  he  or  she  is  rated  and  assessed  under  this  by- 
law, together  with  all  arrears,  if  any,  within  thirty 
days  after  demand  has  been  made  for  the  same,  and 
any  person  who  refuses  or  neglects  to  pay  such  taxes 
within  the  time  specified  herein,  shall  be  subject  to  the 
provisions  contained  in  the  “ New  Westminster  Act, 
1888,”  and  amending  Act,  for  the  collection  of  taxes. 

3.  A rebate  of  25  per  cent,  will  be  allowed  on  all 
taxes  levied  on  the  assessment  roll  for  the  current  year 
for  general  purposes,  as  set  out  in  sub-section  (2)  of 
Section  1 of  this  by-law,  if  the  same  be  paid  to  the 
Collector  on  or  before  the  30th  day  of  .June,  1890;  but 
no  rebate  shall  be  allowed  on  arrears  or  on  taxes 
levied  under  authority  of  any  loan  by-law. 

This  by-law  may  be  cited  as  the  “ Real  Estate  Tax 
By-law,  1890.”
